What Church Would Jesus Join?

.OW many people have ever stopped to inquire what 


church Jesus would affiliate with were TEe on earth? 
Each separate denomination affects to believe that 


its creed alone points the true way to salvation, but all 
claii'i authority from Jesus. The claim, of the Roman

head is denied by all Protestant denominations save the 
Chu 'ch of England, which styles itself Catholic but 
which has been wittily dcsrribecl as neither Protestant nor 
Catholic; moreover, the claim rests rather upon the fact 
that the Apostles organized the Christian Church after 
the crucifixion than authentic record of any organization 
fonr ed by the Savior. Certainly creeds and dogmas were 
evoh ed after the martyrdom of Jesus. 


Bui underlying the question of what church Jesus 


woull join if He were on earth is a query of deeper and 
more vital moment. T)o the churches of today si and Cor the 
spiric and purpose of the founder of Christianity1? What 
deno nination would receive and welcome Him if he came 
preaching in the fields and denouncing the pride, selfish- 
ness and injustice of mankind, saying: "Blessed are the 
poor in spirit for they shall inherit the kingdom of 
heav<>n." Instead oC being received as a messenger of glad 
tidings, would ho not morn likely be regarded as a dis- 
turber of the congregation, a teacher of heresy ami a stir- 
rer up of wrath and sedition?

produce a more equitable assessment of property generally than has 
been obtained in any previous year and cause, therefore, less com- 
plaint cf partiality in favor of one section against the other.
